New this year is a program to help reduce vehicle emissions.  Participate in the Town of 
Los Gatos Frequent Bicycle Rewards Program, and help clean the air during the months 
of April- November by changing your transportation mode. Sign-up to ride your bicycle 
in town for shopping, work, school, visiting, etc., instead of driving a vehicle to your des-
tination.  Participants must have a drivers license and be either residents of Los Gatos, 
employed by a Los Gatos business, or a student at a Los Gatos school.   Vouchers will be 
issued for the number of times the bike is used in place of the car, and will be redeemable 
for VTA passes, Caltrain passes or bicycle equipment.  This program is funded by a
